Procedures  now  must  be  sub- 
mitted to  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity administration  and  Board 
of  Trustees.  Their  approval  will 
determine  whether  the  new  sys- 
tem will  be  put  into  effect. 

This  plan  allows  units  to 
choose  their  members,  but  at  the 
same  time  should  allow  every 
person  who  enters  rush  to  join  a 
unit,  according  to  Karl  Snow, 
chairman  of  the  investigating 
committee  which  drew  up  the 
plans. 

Cast  Negative  Votes 
Final  vote  on  the  proposal  was 
17-3.  Negative  votes  were  cast  by 
Wid  Tingey,  Bricker  president; 
Clynn  Wilkinson,  representing 
Oregon  Club  at  the  meeting;  and 
Stanley  L.  Simmons,  Swedish 
Club  president. 

Limited  Numbers 
First  section  of  the  plan  sets 
up  a specified  minimum  mem- 
bership of  40  and  maximum  of 
60  for  all  units.  Whenever  the 
minimum  figure  is  reached,  units 
must  rush  and  must  accept  mem- 
bers up  to  the  maximum  if  that 
many  wish  to  join. 

Special  temporary  provisions 
are  set  up  to  allow  units  which 
now  exceed  the  maximum  to  ac- 
cept 10  new  members  each  year 
until  they  diminish  to  the  maxi- 
mum figure  of  60  members. 

Under  the  provisions,  every 
unit  must  submit  a list  of  active 
members  by  the  first  Friday  of  , 
the  quarter  to  the  IOC  central 
committee  and  must  tell  whether 
or  not  it  is  going  to  rush. 

Sections  three,  four  and  five 
call  for  essentially  the  same  pro- 
cedures as  previously  have  been 
carried  out.  Each  person  who 
wishes  to  join  a unit  must  sign 
in  the  Coordinator’s  office  prior 
to  the  open  houses  and  must 


‘Spread  Charms” 

Following  the  open  house  a 
10-day  period  is  designated  as 
rush  week  during  which  a maxi- 
mum of  three  rush  parties  and 
a minimum  of  one  must  be  held. 
Rushees  will  not  be  required  to 
sign  registers  at  either  the  open 
.house  or  the  rush  parties  as  at 
present. 

Procedures  stipulate  that  on 
the  second  Monday  following 
open  house,  all*  rushees  will  be 
required  to  submit  applications 
to  the  coordinator’s  office  for 
each  of  the  units  they  are  in- 
terested in  joining.  They  will 
also  make  a list  for  the  Central 
Committee  of  units  they  wish  to 
join  in  order  of  preference.  There 
is  no  limit  on  the  number  of 
units  that  may  be  listed.  This  list 
is  to  be  kept  confidential  by  Cen- 
tral Committee. 

Uits  Vote  on  Rushees 
From  the  applications,  unit 
leaders  will  prepare  a ballot  list- 
ing the  prospective  members. 
This  list  will  give  no  indication 
in  which  order  the  student  pre- 
ferred the  unit.  Members  will 
vote  for  as  many  members  as 
there  are  openings  in  the  unit. 
No  ballot  will  be  valid  unless  the 
member  votes  for  as  many  rush 
ees  as  there  are  openings. 

A committee  of  five  members 
will  be  selected  by  eachc  unit  to 
count  the  ballots  and  submit  a 
preferential  list  of  rushees  to 
Central  Committee.  Unit  and 
rushee  preferential  lists  will  then 
be  compared,  and  each  student 
will  be  allowed  to  join  the  unit 
highest  on  his  preference  list 
which  accepted  him. 

Section  nine,  most  contested 
point,  gives  first  priority  to  per- 
sons not  accepted  into  any  unit 
if  they  prefer  the  same  unit  or 
units  next  quarter.  If  a student

YOU  NEED  TO  KNOW 


Last  Saturday  a meeting  was  held  by  the  Inter- 
Organization  Committee  to  discuss  suggestions 
submitted  during  last  week’s  rush  hearings.  The 
committee  also  drafted  resolutions.  A reporter  for 
this  newspaper  was  refused  admittance,  even 
though  no  hearings  were  held.  Matters  that  are 
infinitely  important  to  many  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity students  were  discussed. 


Last  Friday  a reporter  from  this  newspaper  was 
excluded  from  a session  of  the  hearings.  Interested 
persons  could  present  remedial  plans  to  the  com- 
mittee, however. 


A committee  member  stated  that  the  reason  foi 
excluding  the  press  from  the  Friday  meeting  was 
thtat  “We  wanted  .honest  and  frank  opinions  that 
wouldn’t  be  influenced  by  anything  else.’’  This  was 
especially  beneficial  to  the  many  faculty  members 
who  appeared  before  the  committee,  he  explained. 


The  only  excuse  offered  for  press  exclusion 
from  the  Saturday  meeting  was  that  the  committee 
didn’t  want  reporters  to  sit  through  hours  of  dis- 
cussion, most  of  which  was  not  newsworthy  any- 
way. The  reporters  for  this  newspaper  have  shown 
willingness  to  endure  this  little  hardship  in  the 


past,  and  will  assuredly  continue  this  willingness 
in  the  future. 

Any  person  who  desired  that  his  statement  be 
immune  to  publication  could  have  expressed  this 
desire,  and  it  would  have  been  scrupulously  honor- 
ed by  this  newspaper. 

This  newspaper  may  fail  to  present  a factual 
account  of  events  unless  a reporter  is  present  to 
record  the  happenings.  Reports  that  are  handed  to 
the  press  out  of  closed  door  sessions  are  practically 
never  objective. 

The  inference  that  is  usually  drawn  by  news- 
papers when  they  are  excluded  from  meetings  is 
that  the  participants  have  something  to  hide.  The 
IOC  is  composed  of  responsible  student  officers,  and 
this  newspaper  refuses  to  draw  the  usual  inference 
from  their  actions  until  they  explain  themselves 
adequately.  To  date,  all  explanations  have  been 
weak,  inadequate,  and  contrary  to  the  democratic 
process. 

Students  of  BYU  have  a vital  interest  in  these 
“Star  Chamber”  sessions.  If  the  studentbody  is  ex- 
cluded from  student  governmental  functions,  the 
press  should  definitely  be  allowed.  Past  examples  of 
press  exclusion  have  been  ill-advised  and  contrary 
to  good  governmental  principles.  In  the  future  no 
such  cases  should  be  tolerated  by  the  studentbody.

Possible  sentences  for  these  mis- 
demeanors are  $200  fine,  'six 
months  in  jail,  or  both.

With  five  returning  lettermen 
from  last  year’s  squad,  Coach 
Dixon  is  extremely  optimistic  re- 
garding the  Cougars’  chances 
during  the  coming  season.

Bonhanon,  and  two  ex-service- 
men, Max  Tillman  and  Ty  Nel-  • 
son  are  the  returnees  upon  whom 
Dixon  has  based  his  hopes. 

Rod  Carter,  a senior  prospect 
has  looked  good  in  practice,  as 
have  freshmen  John  Gurtsin  of 
San  Francisco,  and  Phil  Cannon, 
Eugene,  Ore. 

Montana  provides  the  opposi- 
tion for  the  Cats,  meeting  BYU 
a week  from  Friday  at  the  Timp 
Golf  course.  As  in  tennis,  the 
Cougars  will  engage  Utah,  Utah 
State,  and  the  Grizzlies  in  home- 
and'-home  encounters. 

Dixon  added  that  any  who  are 
interested  are  encouraged  to  try 
out  for  the  linksters  club. 


The  1955  meet,  which  is 
beginning  to  take  form,  is 
slated  for  the  weenkend  of 
April  21-23  in  the  Cougar 
Stadium.  Three  days  of  tight- 
ly scheduled  competition  is 
expected  to  involve  nearly 
1500  participants  in  the  jun- 
ior high,  high  school,  and 
junior  college  ranks. 

Tennis  competition  will  begin 
on  a Thursday  with  all  of  the 
divisions  seeing  action.  The  fol- 
lowing day  will  find  the  junior 
high  schools  in  their  track  and 
field  finals.  About  half  of  the 
all-around  events,  too,  will  be 
run  off  Friday  afternoon. 

An  innovation  with  last 
year’s  meet — high  school  pep 
clubs  on  review — will  launch 
Saturday  afternoon’s  action- 
packed  activities.  The  prelim- 
inary heats  and  qualifying 
trials  for  high  school  and 
junior  college  tracksters  will 
be  completed  Saturday  morn- 
ing. 

Iva  Lou  Peterson,  member  of 
the  BYU  faculty  who  is  directing 
the  pep  club  units  and  the  grand 
entry  activities,  reports  the  num- 
ber of  high  school  pep  clubs 
participating  has  almost  doubled 
over  last  year’s. 

While  the  big  track  and 
field  meet  is  less  than  four 
weeks  away,  officials  guiding 
the  42nd  annual  event  are 
currently  working  on  a list 
of  stars  for  the  special 
events.

Legislatives  Laggards  . . . 

Meeting-Missing  Legislators 
Subject  to  Council  Expulsion

Eight  members  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  Legislative 
Council  are  subject  to  recall  be- 
cause of  absences. 

These  eight,  representatives  of 
campus  organizations  and  coun- 
cils, have  missed  more  than  two 
Legislative  Council  meetings  this 
year  and  are  liable  to  expulsion, 
according  to  Lloyd  George,  stu- 
dentbody  president. 

These  facts  were  brought 
up  at  the  regular  Legislative 
Council  meeting  Monday 
night  when  it  was  announced 
that  if  the  statute  passed  last 
fall  by  that  group  were 
obeyed  nearly  half  the  Coun- 
cil would  be  affected  because 
of  excesses  of  unexcused  tar- 
diness and  absences.  Three 
tardy  marks  during  the  year 
constitutes  grounds  for  recall 
under  the  statute. 

The  Executive  Council,  how- 
ever, ruled  that  excusable  tardi- 
ness was  acceptable  and  would 
not  count  against  members,

Therefore,  only  eight  members 
now  stand  to  be  recalled  because 
of  absences.  Of  these,  only  two 
are  classified  as  “chronic  absen- 
tees” by  George. 

The  statute,  as  passed  by 
the  Legislative  Council  at 
the  beginning  of  this  school 
year  specifies  “a  delegate  will 
be  recalled  from  the  Legis- 
lative Council  if  late  more 
than  three  times  in  one  year, 
or  after  being  absent  from 
two  meetings  in  one  year, 
and  in  neither  case  being  rep- 
resented by  an  official  dele- 
gate, chosen  from  the  group 
being  represented.” 

The  studentbody  president  em- 
phasized that  the  Legislative 
Council  is  an  important  function 
in  student  government  and 
should  take  precedence  over  most 
other  meetings.  He  asked  units 
and  clubs  to  consider  Legislative 
Council  plans  when  scheduling 
meetings,  practices,  or  other 
events  which  might  cause  con- 
flict.

A 2.0  grade  point  average  is 
necessary  to  apply.  All  candidates 
must  have  a baccalaureate  degree 
by  next  fall  quarter  and  must  be 
candidates  for  higher  degree.
